Reorganizing the War on Poverty 


Most of the public diicusiion on the 11- 


point substitut* for the anti-poverty act 
offered by the Republican leadership under 
the title of the Opportunity Crunde is 
centered on the proposal to dismantle the 
Office of Economic Opportunity directed 
by Sargent Shriver and to reassign anti- 
poverty functions to existing federal de- 
partments. 


This is an understandable reaction, for 


the OEO is a foundation organization of the 
Great Society which, for this reason, has 
had to take its political raps aside from the 
criticism of its programs. And there can be 
no promise that a more efficient war on 
poverty will result from a mere shuffling of 
bureaucratic administration. 


But there can be no argument with the 


fact that the nation has great doubts about 
.the conduct of the anti-poverty war within 
the existing OEO structure. This was 
established beyond any doubt in the 
congressional elections last fall. 


For this reason, the Republican substi- 


tute for administration should be exam- 
ined. What is more important, the debate 
over the best form of administration should 
not rule out a close examination of some of 
the ideas to reform the anti-poverty 
program contained in the Republican plan. 
The plan envisions the need for $1.7 billion 
in federal money, $300 million less than 
President Johnson has requested, but a $2.4 
billion program could result through the 
establishing of industry-government pro- 
grams and through providing of bonus 
money to the states if they provide state 
programs. 


The Republican anti-poverty substitute 


would include an on-the-job training pro- 


gram for the unskilled in industry, with the 
federal government providing one-fourth of 
pay during one year leading to future 
employment. Tax incentives would be 
offered to employers to encourage the 
training of the unskilled. The emphasis of 
the Neighborhood Youth Corps would be 
shifted to work-study programs through 
state-federal programs to try to keep teen- 
agers in school and to prepare them for 
employment. 


The pre-school Head Start program 


would be expanded to programs for poor 
children up to the third grade level, and 
the domestic peace corps idea would be 
expanded to provide for hometown service 
by local volunteers. The Republican substi- 
tute also would make an expanded attempt 
to provide for better representation of the 
poor on local agencies, an announced 
objective of OEO which has fallen short or 
ended in dispute with local politicians in 
many cases. 


As part of this broad substitute, existing 


OEO programs would be re-assigned where 
they fit within the Department of Health 
and Welfare, the Department of Labor, and 
the Office of Education. There would 
appear to be enough local examples of red 
tape and confused direction, particularly in 
the anti-poverty education programs, to 
make these organizational suggestions 
worthy of serious consideration. 


But the part of the Republican substi- 


tute which should receive most thought is 
the suggestion to involve the private 
economy and the states in the war against 
poverty. Since Republicans can make little 
headway with these plans in the Congress 
this year, they should present the program 
as a detailed plank for the 1968 election. 


Returning the Containers 


We have no special confidence that the

public backing for the principle involved in 
his position, the goal of common sense 
conservation of our outdoors and respectful 
protection of our scenery. 


He might consider the formation of a 


citizens campaign committee. We know at 
least one person who would be an 
enthusiastic precinct captain in the cause. 
He is a man who remembers with a clarity 
born of the high indignation of the 
moment, that in a peaceful trout stream in 
upper Wisconsin on a refreshing summer 
day deep in the forest he stepped on the 
broken glass of a beer bottle, punctured his 
boot, and cut a deep gash into his foot. 


Whether or not the leader is really 


Guevara, the aim of the document and 
pictures is clear. The whole matter came 
from Havana and supports Castro's claim 
that Guevara was indeed away on a 
revolutionary mission. It also is an indica- 
tion that Castro has not given up on his 
intent to infiltrate Latin American coun- 
tries and cause all but Communist govern- 
ments a lot of trouble. 


The organization with which Guevara is 


supposedly aligned developed from Chinese 
Communist efforts to make a racial conflict 
out of the confrontation between commu- 
nism and democratic regimes. In such a 
struggle, the Caucasian people of the Soviet 
Union would obviously not be able to take a 
part. Castro has simmered over what he 
quite rightly considered to be the abandon- 
ment of his country by the Russians at the 
time of the missile crisis with the United 
States. But his major aid comes from the 
Soviet Union and not from revolt ridden 
China. Che may cause Castro some trouble 
as well — dead or alive.

Such a tactic is a delflwate 


and obvious obstruction of the 
orderly processes of govern- 
ment. Such a tactic contrib- 
utes to the undesirable "im- 
age" of the legislature as an 
institution about which individ- 
ual legislators are forever 
worrying. 


This writer for some years 


has responded to queries on 
state affairs from the editors 
of a widely circulated national 
magazine which periodically 
surveys the condition of state 
legislatures. The other day 
came a query on the progress 
of the Wisconsin Legislature.

ployed by general physicians, 
internists and others. One com- 
plaint voiced by specialists was 
that some physicians were over- 
cautious in the use of these 
drugs and did not give quanti- 
ties which would bring desired 
results. 


Well, caution is a wise trait 


for any doctor, but now that 
more information is generally 
available on the psychic ener- 
gizers, successful treatment is 
becoming more prevalent. 


These continuing depressions 


are distinctly a matter of 
health. Tell your doctor exactly 
how you feel and behave. If he 
does not happen to 4«*1-suffi- 
ciently familiar with the ener- 
gizers, he can refer you to a 
psychiatrist or some other phy- 
sician.

planners. 


"If people don't learn how to 


solve these problems them- 
selves," he said, "we may have 
to resort to twisting the tail of 
the gene and come up with a 
kind of person who can drink 
salt water." 


Dr. Odegard was the final 


speaker in the first day's ses- 
sion of the convention. More 
than 50 persons attended the 
opening day's program.
